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This is a decision on the petition, filed March 16, 2007 (certificate of mailing date March 12, 
2007) entitled, "PETITION TO RESENT NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE," which will be treated 
under 37 CFR 1.181 as a petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above- 
identified application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding of abandonment is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely reply to Notice of 
Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed November 14, 2006, which set a non-extendable period for 
reply of three (3) months. Having received no reply, the Office considered the application 
abandoned on February 15, 2007. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on March 19, 2007. 

Petitioners allege that the November 14, 2006 Notice was not received at the proper 
correspondence address of record and therefore, the application is not really abandoned. The 
undersigned finds this assertion completely convincing because the Office action in question was 
mailed to an incorrect address.
